A, 
Exeter the express stopped for orders 
and while standing still the extra 
train crashed into it while moving at 
great speed. 

Three of the rear cars of the ItpltM 
were telescoped and the first car of tin 
extra train was also wrecked. Tin 
passengers in these cars were terribly 
mangled, many being killed outright, 
while others had limbs and bodtei 
inaime>.. Word was at once sent ti 
Reading and a special train with phy- 
sicians and nurses was sent to tlu 
scene as quickly as it could possibly bi 
put in readiness.
